SCORES WERE SUFFOCATED 


DIFFICULTY IN IDENTIFYING 


MANY OF THE DEAD. 


Birmingham, Ala., Sept. 
20.—Up 


to noqn today 87 dead bodies of vic- 
tims of last nights panic at-fhe 
Shiloh Baptist church, colored, had 
been identified. 
There are a num- 


ber of corpses yet unidentified. 
As 


nearly <as can be figured at this hour 
the number of dead is 115, while no 
accurate estimate can be placed on 
the number of injured.

of a panic caused by a fight and a 
cry of "fire" while Booker T. Wash- 
ington was addressing the conven*

IDENTIFICATION DIFFICULT. 
Those (who -have missing friends 


and relatives have been requested to 
make a round of the undertaking 
establishments, and 
also to -make 


known through the newspapers the 
names of the missing. The fact that 
delegates -to the convention were here 
firom all parts of <the country, (many 
of them being strangers, renders the 
work of identification somewhatt slow. 
It is expected that at least a dozen 
of the injured will die."'After mid- 
night last night several bodies of 
persons who were crushed in the 
panic were found lying in the wee'ds 
in the 
vacant 
lot 
adjoining the 


church. 


NO WHITES KILLED. 


Investigation this morning £hov/s 


th'at no twihite person was killed in 
the panic. A number cf white visi- 
tors were, in the house at -the time 
and several of them were hurt in 
the wild Scramble, but none will die. 
Policeman Elliott, wtko was standing 
at the exit end&tvoring to quiet the 
ma^d throng, was cfaugiht by the mov- 
ing multitude and the wall in the 
narrow tpassa'geway leading down to 
the stairs and nearly &ll his cloth- 
ing was torn from 'his body. 
His 


legs were also mashed,' but he will 
recover* 
His efforts to 
quiet the 


crowd were utterly futile and not 
until the fire department and a large 
number off officers arrived on the 
j&en© was anything like order re- 
stored* Tflien it was f-cund that prac 
tically everybody (had gotten out of 
the Building.

realize that there was no fire and

hen the stampede began. Instruc- 
ions had been issued to allow no 
more to enter, but the negroes forced' 
heir way inside th© building, and. 
•ere standing in every aisle, even 
he entrance to the church was litter- 
illy packed. 
MISTOOK "FIGHTING" FOB FIRE. 


Just as Booker T. Washington con- 


sluded his address Judge Billou, a 
Legro lawyer from Baltimore, en- 
:aged in an altercation with the choir 
.eader concerning an 
unoccupied 


iat, and it is said a blow was struck. 


Some one in the choir cried, "They're 
ghting." 
Mistaking the 
word 


'fighting" for "fire/' the congrega- 
tion rose en masse and started for 
he door. One of the ministers quick- 
iy mounted the^ rostrum and ad- 
monished the people to keep quiet, 
He repeated the word "quiet" sev- 
sral times and motioned to his hear- 
irs to bs seated. Again the excited 
Congregation mistook 
the 
word 


'quiet" for "fire" and renewed the 
struggle to reach the door. Men and 
women crawled over benches, fought 
heir way into the aisles, and those 
who had fallen were trampled iipon 
ike cattle. 
The ministers tried again and 
gain to stop the stampede, but no 
)ower on earth could stay the strug- 
gling, fighting mass of humanity, 
'he screams of women and children 
dded to the horror of the scene, and 
through mere fright 
many persons 


'ainted, and as .they fell to the floor 
were crushed to death. 


The level of the floor is about fif- 
een feet from the ground and long 
teps led to the sidewalk from* the 
abby just outside the main auditor- 
uin. Brick walls extend on each side 


these steps for six or seven feet, 


ind this proved a veritable 
death 


;rap. Negrqes who had leached tile 
;op of the steps were pushed violent- 
ly forward and many fell, 
Before 


;hey could move others." fell vupon' 
:hem, and in fifteen .minutes persons 
were piled upon 
each ''other to a 


height of ten feet. 
This wall of 


struggling humanity blocked the en- 
trance, and the weight of 1,500 per- 
sons was pushed aainst it. 
More 


han twenty persons on the steps un- 
derneath the heatp of bodies died from 
iufto cation. 


RpLGLED DOWN TH-E STEPS. 
Two white men who were in the 


iear of the church when the rush be- 
gan escaped, and, realizing the ser- 
iousness of the situation, rushed to a 
orner near toy and turned in a five 
alarm. The department came quick- 
.y, and the arrival 
of the wagons 


served to scatter the crowd which had 
gathered 
arounds the front of the 


church. 
A squad of police was also 


hastened to the church, and with fire 
men finally succeeded in releasing 
he negroes from their .perilous po 
sitions in the entrance. 
The dead 


bodies were quickly removed, and 
bhe crowd inside, finding an outlet, 
came pouring out. Scores of them 
.ost their footing and rolled down 
the long steps to the pavement, suf- 
fering- broken limbs and internal in- 
juries. 


In an hour the church had been 


practically cleared, and the sight 
which greeted the eyes, of those who 
had come to aid the injured was sick 
ening, 
Pown the aisles and along 


the outside of the pews the dead 
bodief||^ men and women were 


rejpTand the cries of the maimed 


and Irippled were heartrending. 
In 


a few minutes the work of removin 
the bodies was begun. 


The Shiloh church is located just i 


the edge of the South 
Highlands, 


tfoe fashionable residence section cf 
this city, and all the physicians liv- 
ing in that part of town went to the 
assistance of the injured. As many 
of <the suffering negroes as could be 
moved by the ambulances were taken 
to hospitals and,the rest were laid 
out on the ground, and there the phy- 
sicians attended them. At least fif- 
teen of those brought 
out injured 


died before they could be moved to 
the ground.* 


WASHINGTON A WITNESS. 
During 
T the stampede Booker T 


Washington and several leaders mn 
on the stage . and <were unwilling 
witnesses to - the frightful catas- 
trophe, None of those in .fche.ohoii 
or in the pulpit were injured in th

the struggling crowd ha'd -advanced

SALUTE LS FIRED. 


Salutes of 21 guns were fired from

ial attention was paid to the dis- 
ilays along the line of march for the 
(resident this morning as well as for 
he lines of march of the parades in 
;he afternoon and evening.

iands of portraits of the president 
were displayed. The line of march

;hrong of people for over a mile. The 
crowd was so dense that all could 
npt see the (president but^they par- 
icipated in the cheering as the pres- 
dent stood lowing and dof&ng his 
dlk hat from side to side. 
An ef- 


tort was made to give the president 
.fast -morning ride. 
A large de- 


;achment of mounted police headed 
his carriage while other officers 'along 
the line, responding to a signal, had 
;he streets cleared between the ropes. 
When-most of the carriages ^er£ full 
fhe start was made, leaving some of 
the carriages to "catch up." 


IS RUSHED TO HOTEL. 


The mounted police struck a lively 
rot and kept it up so that the presi- 
dent was in his hotel in leas than 20 
minutes after leaving his car. He 
had an informal reception during the 
'orenoon with Senator Foraker. Mem- 
bers of the -party received friends at 
their rooms*. 


The only stop of the special train 


after leaving Columbus today was at 
W-aynesville, wher^ the 
president 


bowed to the people. 
Crowds were 


out to see the train at all suburban 
stations. 


Elaborate arrangenients( have been 


made for the reception of the presi- 
dent and party here during the day. 
At noon h& was given a luncheon 
which was attended by many prom- 
inent men. 
President Moulds pre- 


sented the president 
with a gold 


badge similar to those worn by the 
festival directors.

It was accepted in a short speech 


expressing thanks. 
At 2 o'clock R 


grand military -parade, followed by 
a civic procession escorted the presi- 
dent and party to the fall festival 
where he was scheduled to speak at 4 
p. m. to the business men.

fireworks all along the line of march 
from the St. Nicholas hotel to the 


festival grounds. 
At 8 p. m. 


the president will speak at length in 
the music hall. Under approval rf 
the mayor business was suspended 
and everything was given up to the 
entertainment of the president. The 
city is full of excursionists, though 
the weather was threatening. 


RECEIVED VISITORS.

It did not remain there, but under 


the release of the tension «the big wire 
isgan executing a series of fantastic 
yrations (through 
ffche air, 
while 


Tilliant flashes of electrical current 
.eaped from the wire at every impact 
with another'cfbject. Th& wirfc/bwlbt- 
ed and turned in the 'most unexpected 
'ashion, finally describing a large 
circle immediately about the doctor's 
C&friage, Xfe-minglcldse^to> JDr. iMyers 
as he lucked" "to '.avoid ^llact "with 
t, an'd finally the endf settled down 
beneath /the horse's feet. 


It saems almost impossible that 
me could have escaped so fortunately 
ifirom such .a (perilous position, but 
teither the doctor nor his horse were 
njured. Bystanders finally dragged 
;he dangerous -Wire to one side and 
guarded it until the repair wagon 
arrived.

in whisky or in any other drink. The

Xot the least injurious effect is the 


appetite it creates for liquors-contain- 
ing a larger per. ceut. of alcohol. Jf 
there were no alcohol in the root beer 
H would not be a pleasant drink. It as 
the alcohol which gives it' the sparkle 
and makes it so much desired, though 
many people see-m to be ignorant of 
the fact that it contains alcohol -at all. 
The testimony of 'the brewer 19 val- 
uable to call the attention of the peo- 
ple to the fact that root beer, even 
though made in the home, is often as 
harmful as lager. 
Temperance fa- 


thers and mothers- surely would not 
\vanfc their "boys -and girls to dr-ink 
lager as freely as root beer 5s used in 
many homes. Beware of root be-er. 


A local chemist examined a sample 


of root beer, the other day, the kind 
that is- dispensed over the soda coun- 
ter in one of the downtown herb stores. 
He had tasted the beverage several 
times before obtaining the sample and 
had been gratified at the unusually 
filling- and refreshing effects, which, 
however, were contrary to his pre- 
conceived notions of the functions of 
temperance drinks. So he determined 
to submit some of the root beer to an 
analysis'. 


"I found," he saicO'that the sample 


contained four per cent, alcohol* 
wonder it- was refreshing*and Iilling!" 


He related the story to a brewm 


ter,-who told him that the "temper- 
ance" root- beer from which the anal- 
ysis was made was justaUouta&strong1 
in alcohol percentage as the average 
ftiger beer on the market. 


"Lager," the man of the brewery 


explained, "usually varies from three 
and one-half to four, and one-half per 
cen.t. alcohol—rarely does- H attain a 
higher percentage,"

THE DOCTOR'S SIDE. 


Says the Testimony 
and 
Grand 


July's Failure to Indict Aic a 


Complete Vindication* 


Tdie filends of Dr. J. H. Kennel, 


who WAS ai rested last June on a 
charge of criminal malpractice 211 
(the case of Mrs. Hunt, w>ho 
died 


after an 
operation at 
Hope hos- 


pital, aie elated over failuie cf the 
grand jury to indict the doctor. Dr. 
Konnel's attorney, C. S. Ittauk, of 
Van Wert, 0., has prepared the fol- 
lowing1 statement setting forth Dr. 
Kannel's side of the matter: 


"Since the investigation 
by the 


grand jury of Dr. Kannel, dunging 
him with ciiminal negligence and 
caielessness in the (Mary Hunt case, 
in order that A'he public may know 
the true facts, briefly stated, they are 
as follows: 


"Dr. Kannel was called in consulta- 


tion with Dr. John Harrod'two weeks 
pievious to the operation, 'which was 
'peifoimcd at Hope hospital 
May 


29th. 
Prior 'to this 'Mis. *Eunt 


h\d been an invalid for twelve yeais. 
A curcttement of the uterus or womb, 
on account of a chronic inflammation 
of its lining inembiane and 'to lender 
it surgicallycleaiijisras {performed pre- 
ceding the operation, proper, which 
was opening the abdomen for the ic- 
m'oval of a ,pus sac and 
fibrous 


tnmor -which, was attached' to ifche 
light si'de of the body an'd base of 
the uterus and extended out into the 
pelvic 'and obdominal cavities, 
all 


bound or cmatted together iby 'dense 
adhesions to >the bladder, rectum and 
surounding pelvic walls. ^ -During the 
progress of ithe operation, while the 
saline solution was being "injected 
into the bowels for the'purpose of 
maintaining 'the patient's strength, 
and while the pus sac was (being 
removed from ,the anterior wall of 
the -rectum, a rupture due to necrosis 
or death of the bowel occurred at the 
point of attachment of 'the" ipus s^ac, 
permitting an escape of saline solu- 
tion wifch fcecal matter into the 
pelvic cavity, necessitating the use 
of a large number of sponges and 
Bdditional saline solution to render it 
surgically clean. 
The (repair <of the 


bowel, together wibh the adhesion, 
lequired a greater length of time 
than In ordinary, simple 
operations 


for the removal of pus accumulations 
from the pelvic 
cavity. 
It was 


charged 'that' in -the course 
-of 'the 


operation Dr. Kannel had no .forceps 
foi the purpose of catching and tying 
the arteiies to prevent hemorrhage,' 
The evidence befoie the coroner, and 
at the preliminary, and in an inter- 
view with Dr. Kannel and Dr. Morse 
HaiTod disclosed that there were a 
sufficient number of artery forceps 
pesent and in use and no arteries 
were left untied, and at no time dur- 
ing or after the operation was there 
any uncontrolled hemorrhage. 
The 


doctor's acquittal confirms his former 
statement in the death 
ceitificate 


that was signed by himself and Dr. 
John Haired 'bhat the woman died 
I'rom shock following the operation/ 
not an uncommon occurrence in ex- 
tremely emaciated subjects, and ex- 
onerates him in 
every particular. 


Mrs. Founder's testimony at the in- 
quest has been misquoted. 'Dr. Bar- 
nett was quoted in the newspapers as 
saying that three other cases operated 
upon by Dr. Kannel had died, but 
two of these tluee appeared be-fore 
the grand jury as witnesses, together 
with a number of otheis upon whom 
he -had successfully operated. After 
investigation it has 
been clearly 


shown by the action of the grand 
jury, as well as otherwise, that Dr. 
Kannel had exeicised proper surgical 
skill and precaution, and was neither 
careless, negligent nor ignorant in 
the practice of surgery. Information 
obtained fiom Dr. Kannel shows .that 
a friendly feeling has not existed 
between Dr. 'Barnett and himself for 
some time."

INDIANS' GBASS HOUSES. 


Among the most interesting fea- 


tuies of Southern Oklahoma aie the 
lemains of the grass houses formerly 
built by the Wichita Indians, who to 
a certain extent keep up their novel 
mode of architecture to the present 
day. The grass is gathered early i:i 
the spring, when it is yet fresh. The 
sod cutting usually takes placs im- 
mediately after a ram, the sod being 
removed to a thickness of about eight 
inches. Buffalo grass sod is the only 
kind that will answer the purpose of 
the builder. He commences to lay 
the foundation as does the stonema- 
son, digging away 
the earth to a 


depth of about a foot. 


The grass portion of the hunks o£ 


sod is laid to the outside and the 
house is built to a height of 12 to 15 
feet in the form -of a pointed dome. 
There is no hole in. the top for smoke 
to pass out, the latter 'being- carried 
away through a pipe outside of the 
hut. The door is usually in the south 
and there are no windows. Through 
each tuft of sod is run a willow reed 
string and these strings are bound 
clear around the structure. The grass 
remains green and -will grow if there 
is plenty of rain. It is not at all un- 
common to see th£ side of these grass 
houses turn green as spring ap- 
proaches, just as do the pastures near 
them. The houses are very warm in 
winter and cool in summer. 
They 


never leak.

Those "reasons of state" aie 
not likely to be held less imperative 
in the futuie, and one may with some 
confidence surmise that for members 
of the English royal family the days 
ofactive servka are over. Their part 
in either branch of th,e national -sys- 
tem of defense must iiecessailly be 
passive and oinamental, though not 
on that account idle or useless. If 
we may apply to them the scorching 
epigram in which an American officer 
pioposed the toast of a regiment that 
did not volunteer for the 'civil war: 
"Warlike in peace, peaceful in war" 
—one has also to admit that a prince 
who is (thrust into the strict demo- 
cracy of the services is getting an 
invaluable education in orderliness, 
self-restraint and the prompt dis- 
chaige of duty.—Haiper's Weekly.

Later I owned and 
operated <on the Wafoash and Erie, 
the J. Q, Adams, built at Pittsburg, 
Ind.; the West Wind, which I built 
at Roanoke, another shipping port 
just down stream from Font iWayne 
in those days; the Gleudale, built in 
Peninsula, O., and the Magnolia, the 
second steam craft operated in the 
Wabash and Erie. It was built near 
Cleveland and brought to Indiana 
via Wheeling, the Ohio, Cincinnati 
and the Miami canal.

"In the latter 50'$, however, the

Lake Eiie and the flotilla consisted 
of 'twenty boats that had been used 
on the old Erie canal in New 
state.

, TABLES AS BEDSTEADS.

MAKE-UP. 


A love of antiquities was revived 


in Itfie cultivated minds of the four-

teenth century, however, collections 
were mtade of all the objects, large 
and j&nuall, (produced by the different 
artistic industries. One of the prin- 
cipal collectors of this class was 
Placidfo d'e Sangro, duca di Martini, 
wQio spent the immense resources of 
his magnificent patrimony in gather- 
ing together ^s most iancient objects 
of antiquity. 


Mount Rainer, or Mount Tacoma, 


as dt is better known, the greatest 
glacial 
and "volcanic peak in the 


United States, has, as the result of 
earthquake shocks, been considerably 
changed during this summer. The 
great mountain has 'long been a 
source of interest to tourists and sci- 
entists, and many parties have as- 
cended the pile, which rises to a 
height of 14,525 feet above the level 
of the sea. 
It is about 70 miles 


southeast of the city of Tacoma, on 
Puget sound, Washington. So clear- 
ly can it be seen- from that beautiful 
city that tfce snow-capped 
seeuis to rise right out" of its subur&s. 
The mountain, whi'db. is visible for 
every foot of tits height, can be seen 
for hundreds of miles in every direc- 
tion and is a majestic spectacle. 


Joseph Phenecie, of Xacoma, led a 


party of fvr'eu'ty-four Tacomans up 
the mountain 'and has arrived home 
after a very interesting and fruitful 
experience. 
Menibeis of the party 


are convinced that 'the x>ld nioun'bai'u 
has seen a very lively shaking up 
last spring or this summer. 
Mr. 


Phenecie says the whole mountain 
top shows indications of recent un- 
usual disturbances. The lower por- 
tions of the glaciers, 
which have 


'their origin, far up the side of the 
mountain and extend to the lower 
slopes, are littered with a debris of 
stones and ice <fchat had been shaken 
and dislodged from the upper gla- 
cial areas and g*one thundering down 
the mountain in the shape of ava- 
lanches. 


The old and only .practicable route 


to the top, by the way of Gibraltar 
rock, hasten, destroyed. Immense 
mass-as of the ice hurled down from 
crater peak -have lodged in such 
quantities at the top of Gibraltar, 
members of the party £ay, there is no 
possibility of following the precari- 
ous route up the steep glacier lead- 
ing along the left side of the x-ock. 
The triple peaks show indications pi 
great disintegrating forces at work. 
Crater peak, which is the 'central one 
of the three, appears -as if it had been 
flattened on top by the widening of 
the crater. The southern rim of the 
crater, which has 'been barely visible 
from Paradise valley heretofore, can 
now be seen sfcauding up in fine relief 
from view points anywhere in the 
valley. 


Mr. Phenecie declares the district 


surrounding Mount Tacoma has 'been 
visited by heavy earthquake shocks, 
as there are no indications of volca- 
nic disturbances which could have 


the changes on top of the 


mountain. He visits the mountain 
every Season and has onade a close 
study of its glaciers and natural feat- 
ures. Cowlitz glacier, which he vis- 
ited on his last "trip, shows a juumber 
of immense crevasses newly opened ' 
across its face. 


VThe old mountain has, in my opin- 


ion, received the greatest shaking up 
it has experienced for ages," said 
Mr. Phenecie. "With several others 
I passed one night at Camp Muir,

ther is the Husbandman." He has 
placed you in this world for a purpose, 
the bearing of fruit, lie has a right 
to expect fruit. And as the husband- 
man cuts out and casts away the un- 
fruitful branches, so will God do with 
you, 0 soul! if you fail to bear fiuit 
to His honor and glory. No matter 
how beautiful a leaf and foliage you 
are growing in your life, if the fruit 
is lacking you have missed the su- 
preme purpose of God in you, and are 
cast out to be burned as a useless and 
dry branch, With what impatience 
would you go year after year to the 
fruit tree in yonr orchaul that failed 
to bear the fruit which you have a 
right to expect, and for which the 
tree was given room in your garden! 
At last Ihe exclamation would burst 
from jour lips: 
"Cut it do\\n, for 


why cumbereth it the ground?" And 
can you, O soul! knowing that this 
is so, be indifferent to your barrenless 
life? Can you rightfully demand more 
of your fruit tree than God has a right 
to demand of you? Can your belly be 
satisfied with the good things which 
Nature gives in eloquent testimony of 
the necessity of Fruit Bearing, and 
your soul not recognise its obligation 
to God to bear fruit in its turn? 


Conditions of Fruit Bearing.—You 


are to bear fruit, but not the fruit 
which is grown apart from the Vine 
in the life of the unrcgenerate man. 
"As the branch cannot bear fruit of 
itself, except it abide in the vine; no 
more can ye, except 3 e abide in Me." 
Here is the secret of Fruit Bearing: 
the kind of Fruit Bearing which is able 
to satisfy God. Apart from the True 
Vine you may be able to grow fruits 
of character and life which will de- 
ceive the world, but you cannot dccche 
God, and the false fruit will be cast 
out with the severed branch which 
gave it birth and both will be burned. 
If you would bear fruit you must 
abide in the Vine. 


But how to become part of the Vine 


is of first importance. No one by Na- 
ture is part of the Tme Vine, but we 
may be grafted therein. This process 
is realized at conversion. Faith in 
Jesus Christ as the only begotten Son 
of God and the Saviour of the world 
brings us into the vital relationship 
to the True Vine which enables us 
to bear fruit to the satisfying, or, as 
our text piit* it, to the glorifying, of 
God. 
The figure of the \ine and the 


branch shows how close and \italis 
the relationship which is sustained be- 
tween Christ and those who have been 
eleansed in His precious blood and 
have been born new creatures in Him. 
In fact, as Mr. Moody used to say. 
"God 
has made no provision in the 


Bible for isolation. Scripture expres- 
sions all show n contrary state of 
things: We are *branclies* in the vine, 
'members' in the body, *stones' iu the 
temple, 'brothers and sisters* iu the 
family, bearing a close relation to each 
other. We have first to look up and 
realize our relation to God; and then 
to learn the various relationships we 
have to our neighbors. All are in their 
different niches, filling the place God 
has given them; and we must desire, 
not only to serve God, but by love to 
serve one another*" 


The Condition of \ital importance to 


Fruit Bearing- is abiding in the Vjne. 
The bearing of fruit follows as a most 
inevitable result. If the life of Christ, 
the Vine, is flowing through us, the 
branches, it will be as natural for us to 
bear fruit as for the rain tofallfiom 
the overshadowing cloud upon the 
earth. As tho sap responds to the 
wooing of springtime, and comes 
coursing through the channels and 
ducts of the parent trunk and sends 
the throb of awakening- life to tho 
outermost branches, so the life of 
Christ, the True Vine, flows to the 
branches which abide in Him, and they 
feel the electric thrill of that life which 
is unending. The, sap in tho natural 
^ine serves a three-fold purpose, e^en 
as does the life of Jesus Christ as it 
flows through the believer: First, it 
keeps the branch in a healthy condi- 
tion; second, it helps it to grow, and 
third, it compels Fr'iH Bearing-. 


A healthy branch must be fed by 


the life of the une. 
Jf anything oc- 


curs to disturb the normal condition 
of the -vine, and restrict the flow of 
sap to Ihe branch, an enfeebled con- 
dition ensues, growth 
is 
stopped, 


pud Fruit Bearing made impossible. 
Make a ligature around the branch 
of a Aine, cutting oil' a part of the 
life-ghing, growth-feeding sap, and 
see how long your branch will re- 
main healthy. The fresh green of 
the foliage will disappear, the bark

The branch to 
be healthy must have unrestricted 
flow* of sap from the vine; and you, 
dear Christian friend, must have nu 
strictures in your life which would 
cut off the lifc-ghing presence oi 
Jesus Christ if jou desire to remain 
in a healthy spiritual condition. 


But mere healthy condition of the 


branch is not the ultimate aim of 
the vine in sending to it the lifc-giv- 
ng sap. Every pulsation of the flow- 
ng sap siugs a song of growth,which 
enlarges the branch's possibilities for 
Fruit Bearing. How beautiful it is 
year yy year to note the enlarging 
ind farther reaching branch of the 
ine. It carries its silent message of 
nirpoKC and progress, The husband- 
nan justly complains if it is other- 
vise, and marks the

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But growth does not mark the ulti- 


mate purpose of the vine in 
the 


branch. Every event, every develop- 
ment ;« the life of that branch has 
been eagerly bending towards the 
one grand purpose of Fruit Bearing. 
If the swaying branch could bpeak 
what a glad song of hope it would 
sing of the coming days of fruitage, 
which would be its glory. AYith the 
returning life in the spring we would 
hear it murmuring softly to itself, as 
it felt the vitalizing sap, swelling: in bud 
and leaf, of the developing of its beau- 
tiful dress of green and its fragrant 
blossom.

Hdmein- 
ber that they must quickly give place to 
the forming fiuit, or the} abide alone ' 
and a barrenless branch, shipped of , 
its blossomless beauty, sw a} s desolate- 
y from the disappointed vine. Many

frost of indifference and carelessness 
nips the tender blossoms of piomise,

possibility of 


fruit; or the mildew of worldly ambi- 
tions and pursuits blights the blossom 
and smothers the fruit that might oth- 
erwise ha\e been grown; or the 'vio- 
lent winds of adversity, or the hail- 
storms of peibeculion maj have come 
just at the critical blossom period and 
forever blasted the hope of fruitage 
and hanest.

And with the passing of the blos- 


soms comes the

stage. If the life of the Aine is al*

feed the branch, how 


quickly the fruit responds and de\ el- 
ops day by day. But again, so many 
blighting conditions arise to inter- 
fere with this important period in 
Fiuifc Bearing that many who pass 
the blossom stage and sec the form- 
ing fruit fail to bring it to full and 
luscious ripeness. 
Oh, what a re- 


sponsibility ! 
Not enough to blos- 


som for Christ, not enough to form 
fruit for Christ. Our responsibility 
does not end until the harvest comes 
and the full ripened fruit is placed in 
the Master's hand. 


The Pi uning.—And then the hus- 


bandman purgeth and pruncth tlje 
bianch that it may bring forth more 
fruit; for it is the branch that has 
shown fruit-bearing possibilities that 
is pruned. The branch that bears 
only promising blossoms is cut off 
ami cast away. The 
branch 
that 


stops at green and sour grapes is 
little bettor, but is cut off and cast 
into the lire. It is the branch which 
brings the little fruit to perfection 
vihich is lo\ingly pruned that it may 
bring forth more fruit. The pruned 
branches in the springtime arc nob 
attiactiic. It is not pleasant to be 
cut; to be seemingly 
deprived of 


grow.th in this direction and that, 
but as the bummer days 
lengthen 


into the autumn and we see 
the 


larger 
clusfeis 
of 
inoie luscious 


grapes on the pruned branches we 
reali/.c the wisdom of it all, and re- 
joice in the husbandman's skill and 
faithfulness. So it is in the Christian

ther's pruning. Vet do not dread the 
knife. It is His AVord, wielded by a 
Father's hand; and if we will yield 
to the golden priming-knife of the 
AVord, we shall escape the iron one 
of sorrow*."

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


A Sentence Fulfilled. — Because of 


bis sin at Meribah, Moses was not to 
be permitted to bring the children 
of Israel into the piomised 
land 


(Num. 20:7-12). He besought 
the 


Lord to revoke the judgment, but 
without avail (Deut. 3:23-2G); for it 
would not be just to punish the peo- 
ple for their sins and overlook the 
transgressions of their leader. 
It 


seems pathetic that Moses should 
lia*e been, denied this great privilege, 
but those who carefully study this 
lesson will see that in reality he lost 
nothing and gained a great deal. 


Death in View.—Moses knew that 


his work Mas done* The reading of 
the Deuteronomic law took place dur- 
ing the feast of tabernacles once in 
seven years (v. 10), and women and 
children, as well as 'the men who 
usually assembled for feasts, were 
gathered to hear it. The consecra- 
tion of Joshua as Moses' successor 
took place privately within the taber- 
nacle (v. 14), but was supplemented 
by a public charge (v. £3). The regu- 
lations for preserving ihe copy of the 
law are very definite (v. 26), and the 
song of Moses was to be taught to 
the whole congregation. 


Moses* Song.—This song is one of the 


finest poems in the Hebrew language. 
It dwells on Jehovah's 
faithfulness 


and the ingratitude of His people, 
and promises rescue at the last mo- 
ment from threatening judgment, 
Driver says of it: 
"The song shows 


great originality of form, being a 
presentation of prophetical thoughts 
in a poetical dress, on a scale that is 
without a parallel in the Old Testa- 
ment. As the opening verses show, 
it is a didactic poem. . . . The 
poet develops his theme with con- 
spicuous literary and artistic skill; 
the images are diversified and ex- 
pressive; 
and the parallelism (the 


Hebrew substitute for rhyme) is re- 
markably regular and forcible, 
A 


spirit of impassioned earnestness sus- 
tains and suffuses the whole." 


Moses Death.—The- top of Pisgah 


is a sheer rocky mountain standing 
just east of the northern end of the 
Dead sea, from which one can see the 
mountains of Gilead, Ilcrmon, Tabor, 
Ebal, Gcrizim, Quarnntania, the Mount 
of Olives, Mount Zion and the slopes 
extending to the Dead sea, 4,000 feet 
above the summit. The Mediterra- 
nean sea is not visible from Mount 
Pifcgah. 


There are few tilings harder' to 


boar than such a disappointment as 
this of Moses. Hib v\as one of the 
great griefs of history. Moses had 
spent his life to bring his people into 
the promised land, but here, in sight 
of that land of his lifelong dream, 
but not in it, he died. But Heat en is 
full of those who have known their 
mcMsuic of Moses' giief—who have 
labored and striven and prayed to- 
ward some one great hope, and have 
died without reaching it. May not 
the example of Moses help us to see 
(1) that though its dearest hope be 
not reali/ed, lifo is by no means a 
failure; (2) that God is to be trust- 
ed and His decision faced in quietness 
and peace; (3) that the development 
of chaiacCer is more important than 
the carrying out of any earthly plan; 
(4) that to die the friend of God is 
sublime even though tho promised 
land of our dreams is never reached? 


Moses Mourned.—The grief of the 


people for Moses was sincere, though 
not prolonged beyond the usual time.

WHAT AMEMCAfflT WOMEN DO. 


The twelfth census contains some 


interesting figures 'concerning the 
number of American women who are 
breadwinners. By actual coiint there 
are 5,319,913 women earning their 
living in the United States, This is 
14.3 per cent of the total female pop- 
ulation and 18.8 of 'all females over 
10 years of -a'ge. The textile indus- 
tries offer a -special field for women 
and in the North Atlantic states 22.1 
of all the females over 10 years of 
age are employed; in the South At- 
lantic states t)3ie pea-centage is 23.S; 
in the Nortlh Central, 14,3 per cent.j 
in the Soiith Central, 19.6 per cent.; 
and iu the [western, 14.5 per cent. 
The census Allows that women and 
girls are going into every field of 
industry. 


In this connection the comparison 


between t'he figures of 1890 and 1900 
"show that the servant girl problem 
is not a lo<M an'd imaginary question. 
In 1890 the ipercentage in domestic 
and personal service was 42.6, but 
in 1900 tlhis proportion had fa-lien to 
39,4. 
Within the last ten years 


there Ifes been ft great increase in the 
number 'of women employed in Agri- 
cultural pursuits <and in professional 
service. In 1900 nearly one million 
females were classed in agricultural 
pursuits, nearly one-Qialf million in 
professional service, two million in 
domestic service, one half million in 
trade and transportation, and 1,315,- 
890 in manufacturing and mechanical 
pursuits. Women 'are also taking to 
the building trades and 545 are class- 
ified as carpenters an'd joiners, 1,750 
as painters 'and glaziers, 126 as 
plumbers and 196 blacksmiths. 
It 


is-of special interest to know that tlje 
women employed as 
dressmakers 


number 344,948, as milliners, 80,- 
142, fcm'd as seamstresses, 14G,Ei2. 


These figures will astonish, even 


those who believe they realize the 
full extent to which the '-progres- 
sive" movement has influenced Amer- 
ican life. American tWoraen are sup- 
posed to foe more liumored and in- 
dulged tihan the women of any other 
country. A few years ago it was a 
common impression that the Amer- 
ican girl used -all 'her efforts to amuse 
lierself while 
indulgent parents 


worked for the money t3iat -bought 
her luxuries. 
The discovery that 


over 18 per 'cent, of the women in the 
United States are engaged in useful 
vocations leaves 
the leisure class 


comparatively small. It is safe to 
say that nearly 50 per cent, of the 
American women -are 
engaged 
in 


household occupations. 
Deducting 


the number of fenrales who are being 
educated it will foe seen tfhat the but- 
terfly class must necessarily be 
limited to a very small proportion of 
the population.—JMilwaukee Sentinel.

ibout New England farms and the 
Allurements of the great manufac- 
turing centers for farmers' sons are 
•ery familiar with the reasons for 
he gradual abandonment of these 
arms 'as sources of revenue or as in- 
Lustrial enterprises. The ambitious 
Yankee youth was not content to.eke 
ut a livelihood from the New Eng- 
and liills -when once his ears caught 
he hum of the wheels of industry in 
Lowell, in I/ynn, iu Providence, in 
Portland, and other centers'of mer- 
cantile and manufacturing activity. 


Some new nnd very interesting1 
acts pertaining to the 'abandonment 
if farms in other sections of the 
nnon, however, are brought out by 
Prof. Milton (Whitney, of the depart- 
neiit of agriculture, in a special re- 
port upon the subject. Many farms 
rave been Abandoned in the south, 
articularly in South Carolina, be- 
cause of "exhaustion of the soil." 
The trouble and expense of clearing 
he stones on? the New England fields 


the opening up of the great com 


and wheat producing sbates of the 
Central we^t and northwest (had as 
much to do with the abandonment of 
,he New England farms, perhaps, as 
;he attractions of the New England 
'a'ctories. For much the same rea- 
sons maiiy farms an the south liava 
been abandoned, except that it w*vs 
not a matter of clearing off stones, 
but a question of restoring the fertil- 
ty of the soil by bringing about 
chemical changes necessaay to the 
support of plant life. In the -rice 
ands of the south the expense of 
bringing about these conditions has 
been, so great in onany localities as 
to operate 'against a continuance of 
lie culture of the lands. M-any land 
owners in fact have given up the re- 
clamation of what were once fertile 
and well cultivated soils. 


It is the opinion of Prof. Whitney 


that "soil exhaustion" has n remedy 
,11 scientific treatment of the soil, and 
that it can be but a question of time 
When abandoned farms will be re- 
claimed by effecting such changes in 
the physical and chemical conditions 
as will 
encourage that "natural 


weathering" of the soil which will 
supply it with elements for the sup- 
port of plant life.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.

FIRE. 


SCORES WERE SUFFOCATED 


DIFFICULTY IN IDENTIFYING 


MANY OF THE DEAD. 


Birmingham, Ala., Sept. 
20.—Up 


to noon today 87 dead bodies of vic- 
tims of last nights panic at-the 
Shiloh Baptist church, colored, had 
been identified. 
There are a num- 


ber of corpses yet unidentified. 
As 


nearly as can .be -figured at this hour 
the number of dead is 115, while no 
accurate estimate can be placed cm 
the number of injured. Among the 
dead are:

ing- for missing friends and relatives 
who mi-gilt have been killed in last 
nig-lit's stampede at the Shiloli Bap- 
tist colored church, -which grew out 
of a panic 'causEd by a fight and a 
cry of "fire" -while Backer T. WaEh- 
ington was addressing the conven- 
tion. 


•Up to 9 o'clock a.bout fiRy 'bodies 


had been identified, the greater num- 
ber of ;them -being local -residents 
wno were visitors -to itho convention. 


In front of each undertaking estab 


lishment where the 
corpses lie -a 


squall' el -policemen keep iback the 
surging crowdl Eveiy effort if) 'be- 
ing auade to identify those (bodies 
which have not yet been claimed. 


IDENTIFICATION DIFFICULT. 
Those who -have missing- friends 


and relatives Imve been requested to 
make n. round of the undertaking 
establishments, and 
also to -make 


known through the newspapers the 
names of toe missing. The fact that 
de-legates'to the convention were here 
from all parts of -the country, many 
of them being strangers, renders the 
work of Identification somewhat slow. 
It is expected that at least a dozen 
of the injured will die."-After mid- 
night last night, several bodies of 
persons who were 
crushed 
iu the 


panic were found lying in the weeds 
in the 
vacant 
lot adjoining the 


church. 


NO WHITES KILLED. 


Investigation this morning shovrs 


th'nt no "white person was killed in 
the panic. A number cf white visi- 
tors were in the house at -the time 
nntL several cf them were hurt in 
the wil'd Scramble, but none will die. 
Policeman Elliott, who was standing 
at the exit endeavoring to quiet the 
ma'd throng, was caught by the mov- 
ing multitude and the wall in the 
nai'row passngetvay leading down to 
th* sUirs 'and nearly nil his cloth- 
ing vras torn from his body. His 
leg's wrre nl?.o ma&hed, but he will 
recover. 
His efforts to 
quiet the 


crowd were utterly futile nnd not 
until Ilie fire department and :t large 
number of officers arrived on the 
sccno was anything like order re- 
stored. Then it was found that prac- 
tically everybody 'had gotten out oi! 


the 'building. 
Those 
nearest the 


speakers' stand seemed to quickly 
realize t-hat there wr.s no fire and 
no reason for a panic and the speaker 
and leaders passed outside through a 
door to Hie rear c/F the pulpit, where 
they addressed the 
wild 
mob of 


struggling -humanity in an earnest 
effort to- restore qr.der. 
Booker T. 


Washington was .among t'he number, 
but even his -words fell upon deaf 
cars. 
An examination of the bodies 


shows that many of them died of 
suffocation, the congestion of human- 
ity in the vestibule and pass-igeway 
where the crush, occurred being SG 
great. 
Those Who received "bodily 


injuries were t'he ones 
who 
were 


crushed imvl 
trampled 
underfoot. 


Many fortd -broken 
limbs and one 


negro threw himself over the heads 
of the crowd nnd 
'hnd 
his brains 


xlaEthed out against the wall. 


/.INDESCRIBABLE SCENES. 
The catastrophe which caused such 


frightful loss of life occurred at 0 
o'clock, just as Booker T. Washing- 
ton concluded his Address' to the 
national convention of Baptists, and 
for three fliouvs the scenes around the 
church . were ' .indescribable. 
?.ead 


bodies' w.«e sttwi in every, .direction 


and the ambulance service of the city 
was utterly unable to move them un- 
til -after 1 o'clock. 
This morning 


dozens of dead bodies were arranged 
iu rows on the ground outside the 
house of worship awaiting- removal 
to t'he various undertaking 
estab- 


lishments, while more than a score 
were laid out on the benches inside. 


The church is the largest house tf 


worship for negroes in Birmingham, 
and the pastor says there were 
at 


least 2,000 persons 
in 
the edifice 


when the stampede began. 
Instruc- 


tions had been issued 
to allow no 


more to enter, but the negroes forced 
their way Inside the building, and 
were standing in every aide, even 
the entrance to the church wns litter- 
ally packed. 
MISTOOK "FIGHTING" FOR FIRE. 


Just as Booker T. Washington con- 


cluded his address Judge Billou, a 
negro lawyer 
from 
Baltimore, en- 


gaged in an altercation with the choir 
leader 
concerning 
an unoccupied 


seat, and it is said a blow wns struck. 
Some one in the- choir cried, "They're 
fighting." 
Mistaking the 
word 


"fighting" for "fire,'1 the congrega- 
tion rose en masse and started for 
the door. One of the ministers quick- 
ly mounted the rostrum 
and ad- 


monished the people to keep quiet. 
He repeated the word "quiet" sev- 
eral times and motioned to his hear- 
ers to b2 sented. Again the excited 
congregation mistook 
tlie 
word 


"quiet" for "fire" and renewed 
the 


struggle to reach the door. Men and 
women crawled over benches, foug-ht 
their way into the aisles, nnd those 
who had fallen were trampled upon 
like cattle. 


The ministers tried again and 


again to stop the stampede, but 110 
power on earth could stay the strug- 
gling, fighting mass of humanity. 
The screams of women nnd children 
added to the horror of the scene, and 
through mere fright 
many persons 


fainted, and PS they fell to the floor 
were crushed to death. 


The level of the floor is about fif- 


teen feet from the ground 
nnd long 


steps led to the sidewalk from the 
lobby just outside the main auditor- 


Brick walla extend on each side 


of these steps for six or seven feet, 
and this, proved a veritable 
death 


ti-fip. Negroes w.ho "had reached tile 
top of the steps were pushed violent- 
ly forward and many -fell. 
Before 


they could move others 
fell upon 


them, and in fifteen .minutes persons 


••ere piled upon 
each 
other to a 


height of -ten feet. 
This wnll 
of 


straggling humanity "blocked the en- 
trance, nnd tlie weight of 1,500 per- 
sons was .pushed aainst it. 
More 


than twenty persons on the steps un- 
derneath the heap of bodies died from 
suffocation. 


B,OLLED DOWN THE STEPS. 
Two white men who were in the 


roar of the church when the rush be- 
gan escaped, and, realizing the aer- 
iousiiGSd of the situation, rushed to a 
corner near by and turned in a fire 
alarm. The department came quick- 
ly, and the arrival 
of the wag-on a 


•served to scatter the crowd which had 
gathered 
around- the front of the 


jhurch. 
A squad of police was also 


hastened to the church, and with fire- 
men finally succeeded in 
releasing 


:lie negroes from their perilous po- 
sitions in the entrance. 
The dead 


bodies were quickly removed, and 
:he crowd inside, finding an outlet, 
came pouring out. 
Scores of them 


lost their footing and rolled down 
:he long stops to the pavement, suf- 
fering broken limbs and internal in- 
juries. 


In an hour the church had been 
iractically cleared, and the sight 
i/hich greeted the eyes of those who 
had come to aid the injured was sick- 
ming. 
Down the aisles and along 


the outside of the pews 
tlie dead 


bodicf, 
t men and 
women were 


itrew , and ihe cries of the maimed 
md Crippled were heart rend ing. 
In 


i few minutes the work of removing 
the bodies was begun. 


The Shiloh church is located just in 


the edge of the South 
Highlands. 


the fashionable residence section cf 
this city, and all the physicians liv- 
ing1 in that part of town went to the 
assistance of the injured. 
As many 


of the suffering negroes as could be 
moved by the ambulances were taken 
to .hospitals and the rest were laid 
)ut on the ground, and there the phy- 
sicians attended them. At least fif- 
teen of those brought 
out injured 


died before they could be moved to 
the ground. 


WASHINGTON A WITNESS. 
During the stampede Booker T. 


Washington and several leaders were 
on tlie stage 
and -were 
unwilling 


Fitnesses to 'the frightful 
catas- 


rophe. 
None of those in .the choir 


.L* in the pulpit were injured in the 
least. 
Tor a few minutes they at- 


tempted to restore order, but seeing 
their efforts were futile, waited until 
the struggling crowd ha'd 'advanced 
far enough for them to ipick up the 
dead and injured. Host of the dead 
are women, <and 'the physicians say

IS BUSHED TO HOTEL. 


The mounted police struck n lively 


trot a.nd kept it up so that the presi- 
dent was in his hotel in less than 20 


linutcs after leaving his car.

had an informal reception during the 
forenoon with Senator Fornker. Mem 
bers of the party received friends at 
their rooms'. 


The only stop of the special train 
fter leaving Columbus today was at

bowed to the people.

WAS IN A CIRCLE OF FLAME 


DR. W. F. MYERS HAS A VERY 


NARROW ESCAPE. 


Broken Trolley Wire Encircles His 


Carriage, -but Luckily Missed 


Driver and Horse. 


•Dr. W. F. Myers, -the well known 
'eterinary surgeon, was the central 
figure in a brilliant electrical -spec- 
tacle at Calhoun and Columbia streets 
this .morning, and horrified spectators 
who witnessed the mishap consider 
it miraculous that both Dr.. Myers 
and the horse .he was driving escaped 
instant death. 


The trolley -pole 01 an electric car 


tore down a section of the overhead 
wiring at tlie corner of Calhouu and 
Columbia streets, 
and Dr. Myers, 


who was 'driving westward, reached 
the spot just as one of the 'broken 
trolley .wires, charged -with a deadly 
current of electricity, dropped to the 
pavemeiic. 


It did not remain there, but under 


the release of the tension 'the big wire 
began executing a series of fantastic 
gyrations through the air, 
while 


brilliant flashes of electrical current 
leaped from the wire at every impact 
with another object. Tlie wire twist- 
ed and turned in the most unexpected 
fashion, finally describing a large 
circle immediately about the doctor's 
carriage, coming close to Dr. 'Myers 
as he "ducked" to avoid contact wit-'h 
it, and finally the end1 sottled down 
beneath the horse's feet. 


It savins almost impossible that 


one could have escaped so fortunately 
from such a perilous position, but 
neither the doctor nor his horse were 
injured. Bystanders finally dragged 
the dangerous wire to one side and 
guarded it until the repair wagon 
arrived.

USES OP DEBBICK CAE. 


The remark-able flexibility of rail- 


road tools and equipment and the 
enormous power which some of these 
simple implements'.'are capable of oa'e 
demonstrated, in the us* .of a new 
derrick car of 30 tons' capacity -which 
is designed to be used in bridge erec- 
tion. The .car derrick is of 'heavy de- 
sign, constructed entirely of steeij 
with side girders 32 inches deep.

•lumber of America n women who are 
breadwinners. Ey actual count there 
ire 5.319,!J]iJ women earning1 tlieir 
living' in l-lie Unite'd States. This is 
14.3 per cent of the total female pop- 
ulation and 18.8 of -all females over 
10 years of a'ge. The textile indus- 
tries offer ti special Held for women 
and in the Nnrt-h Atlantic states 2S.1 
of all the" females over 10 years o± 
age arc employed; in the South At- 
lantic states the percentage is 23.S; 
in tlie NorWi Central, 14-Ii per cent.; 
in the South Central, 19.G pur cent.; 
nnd in the -western, 14.5 per cent. 
The census slhows that women and 
girls are g'oing' into every field of 
industry. 


In this connect ion tlie comparison 


between tlio figures of 1S&0 and 1DOO 
show that the servant girl problem 
is not a lccn'1 and imag-innry r-ue.sti.-yi.

bringing about 


chemical changes necessary to the 
support of plant life. 
In the rice 


lands of ths south 
the expense oi 


bringing' about these conditions has 
been so great in many localities as 
to operate against a continuance- of 
the culture of the lands. Many laud 
owners in facb have given up the re- 
clamation of what were once fertile 
and well cultivated soils. 


It is tiie opinion of Prof. Whitney 


that "soil exhaustion." has a remedy 


njieiitific treatment of the soil, and 


that it can be but a question of tini? 
when abandoned farms will be 
re- 


claimed by effecting such changes in 
the physical -mid chemical conditions 


will 
encourage 
that 
"natural 


weathering" of the soil which, will 
supply it with elements for tbe sup- 
port of plant 
life.—Chicago Kecord-
